A. FTER two years’ absence, 

Aberdam is again exhibiting 
in Haifa, this time at the 
Municipality. He is still the 
artist who extracts the fallible 
human element from his 
subjects and remains with 
the permanently decorative, 
the exquisite balance of colour, 
composition and rhythr.. One 
realizes the high strung de- 
licacy of the equilidrium 
only on seeing it upset by the 
disproportionate yellow back 
of “Woman Sitting” (43), the 
failure which proves the rule. 


In addition to the low grey - 
sad, 


tones, soft and almost 
of his Paris work, he has also 
included paintings done in 
Israel which are different. 
“Meron. Yeshiva” (16-19) 
reveal a simplification of 
structure. The “Druse” (47-51) 
and “Shefr Amr” 453-56) 
series reduce architecture to 
basic lines. In the “Kiryat 
Hayim“ pictures (8-15), green 
makes its appearance, and 
the paths, striking away from 
the foreground, create a note 
which, for Aberdam, is almost 
aggressive.

Ancient Art ? 

The Haifa Municipal Mu- 
seum. of Ancient Art has left 
its first home in Hassan 
Shukri St. for two stories 
in the Municipalitv’s new 
wing, just above the floor 
devoted to modern art. It is 
probably the first step in 
those peregrinations which 
every Museum makes in the 
course of its history. 

Simultaneously the col 
lection of Egyptian, classical 
and Hellenistic art, Hellenistic 
and Jewish coins, Coptic tex- 
tiles and Islamic furnishings 
has been enlarged. Still the 
premises are not yet adequate 
to accommodate the existing 
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display, let alone what is still 
boxed, on the lines of the 
modern conception of a mu- 
seum as a place combining 
the visual march of art and 
history with a source of en- 
tertainment. For example, 
some objects are shown along- 
side work of other periods, 
and for lack of space the 
restored portions of the 
beautiful Byzantine mosaic 
pavement from Shaar Ha- 
Aliya are shown separately 
and not in the single piece 
which its makers intended.
